Dear Mr. Wood, 


Since I heard from you that the parcels with war medals sent to the 
"American Numismatic Society" have not reached you, I learned, that these 
medals were seized by the "British Government." 


I have written about these medals to H.M.Procurator General, London, 
but till now my efforts to have these medals released, failed. 


H.M.Procurator General only will consent in a release of those medals 
which are of neutral origin. 


Some days ago I had the pleasure to see your minister at the Hague 
Dr. van Dyke, and asked him to help me, if possibie, in this matter. 


Dr. van Dyke, suggested, that, where these medals are intended to be 
exhibited in your museum, or, as those sent to Mr. James B. Nies and to 
Mr. Wh B. Osgood Field, to be exhibited in their private collections, a 
scientific purpose, that the best thing to do, after his opinion was, that 
one of you, either Mr. Wood, or Mr. Nies, or Mr. Osgood Field, pays a 
visit to the State Department in Washington, explains matters, that the 
purpose is not to promote German trade, but purely scientific, and tries 
to induce the State Department to write to your ambassador in London. 


No doubt, Mr. van Dyke told me, your State Department will pay atten- 
tion to this matter, and once written, to Mr. Page in London, your am- 
bassador certainly will do his utmost, to receive the permission of the 
British Government to let these medals pass. 


Now my dear Mr. Wood, would it not be too much trouble for you, if 
you talk this matter over with your friends, Mr. James B. Nies, and Mr. 
William B. Osgood Field, and if possible, that one of you goes to Wash- 
ington and explain matters. 


Of course I would feel much obliged if you could bring it so far, 
that these medals were delivered to you and your friends. 


I join the lists of medals sent to the American Numismatic Society, 
to Mr. James B. Nies, and to Mr. Wm. 3B. Osgood Field. 


I do not write to the other gentlemen, but @eave it entirely into 
your hands, as I know that if possible, you will do what you can.
